Ham Radio Voice Keyer: If you contest occasionally, 
everyone knows your voice doesn’t last long. Drinking 
liquids frequently or sucking on candy helps temporarily, 
but not for long. You really need a voice keyer! 


Pretty much every radio going back 10+ years has a built in 
cw memory keyer. But voice keyers are more rare. Some of 
the high end rigs have them built in or available as options 
internally or you can add a external box that does voice 
memory keying. Or you can use this app.

The creator is wolphi.com who also makes other ham apps 
such as one that decodes Morse code, trains you in cw, 
does SSTV, PSK, RTTY and others.

As you can see from the pics included, it’s very easy to 
set up and operate. There’s a setting so the phone or tablet 
does not close the screen after a predetermined time. The 
app costs $1.49 and is a simple, easy, and inexpensive 
solution to saving your voice during a ssb contest.

Click on a call sign and their QRZ.com info page comes 
up. Hit the back button and you’re back to the listing. On 
the bottom of the screen is a list of band, all and VHF, 


HF buttons. Select a band and the info is displayed very 
quickly. This app is free. 


W100AW: If you’ve ever tried working a dx station in a 

pileup, you know it can be a formidable task. But have you 
ever wondered what it’s like being on the receiving end of 
those pileups? 


You probably know that the 
ARRL and W1AW are literally 
“Just down the street” or about 30 
miles south of Springfield. At any 
time, you can contact Joe, NJ1Q 
and schedule a visit to operate 
W1AW. It’s a fun thing to do too. 


This year, the Centennial year 
of the ARRL has W1AW operating with the special call 
sign W100AW instead of W1AW, 
from Newington. And of course, 
everyone wants to get W100AW 
in their log. The special call sign 
is in use all year until December 
31, 2014. 


W1AW is broken into three 
studios with at least 2 (or more) 
radios per studio, plus another VHF and digital operating 
station outside the studios and of course the ARRL bulletin/ 
Code Practice radios. You can pretty much pick what rig 
you want to operate exclusing the code practice radios. 
Should it be the Yaesu Ftdx9000 or maybe the Icom IC- 
7700 or maybe the Yaesu FTdx5000 or maybe something 
easier like the Kenwood TS-590s or something else, you 
have your choice of radio? 


So far this year, I have operated W100AW twice. The first 
time, back in early January, I was caught totally off guard. 
Joe put me on 17m and it was instant pileup. Suddenly I 
was the one in demand and it was an insane pileup. Even 
operating by call areas was difficult and I’m not usually 

a 59 goodbye type of person. I made it more interesting 
by asking for name, QTH and wx since it was so cold 
when I was there. Even holding a mini QSO with those 
parameters, in a little less than 3 hours I worked nearly 
300 stations. Of course if I had just done the 59 QRZ, it 
probably would have been more than double that ifmy 
voice held out. 


The second time was just a few days ago and my friend 
and new ham Chris; KC1BDL came with me. Thankfully 
20m was slow and I got Chris on the air for his first time. 
Finally in early afternoon after the snowstorm blew by, 
20m opened wide and that pileup started. It was all great 
fun. I do plan on returning again.
